My Dear Sir,—I am in receipt of your 
letter of yesterday's dato, in regard to the 
proposed ostablisement of ageneral Hospital 
in Belleville, andin reply have to state 
that if it is the intention of the Board of 
Management to ask for Government aid the 
premises in which it is contemplated to re- 
ceive and treat patients must be examined 
and reported upon by the Inspector of 
Prisons and Public Charities. The internal 
arrangements of the house must be suit- 
able for an hospital,affording distinct wards 
for tho treatment of male and female 
pationts, as well as good provision for the 
separation of the various classes of patients 
such as surgical, medical, fever,lying in, cc.. 
and also for contagious disorders, In ad- 
dition, bath and water closet accommoda— 
tions must of course be supplied. 

Then in regard to external surroundings 
a site should be selected, by which all sani- 
tary requisites may be secured. 

The preposition to combine with the 
hospital, accommodation for indigent old 
persons, must not be entertained if Gov- 
ernment aid be desired,as an hospital must 
be looked upon exclusively as ac'ir'/ ve es- 
tablishment and not as a place for tlie care 
of poor persors, or indeed of those Hl stad 
with chronic ailments, 

Government aid to charitable institutions 
is appropriated under three schedules, 
Schedule A provides tor an allowance of 
80 cents per day per patient treated in 
Hospitals of the kind I have indicated.

If 
the City Council would rent a building for 
the Honse of Rofuge, a suitable place 
might afterwards bo found for an Hospital, 
the maintenance of which would have to be 
borne by tho citizens, 

Mr. James Ross was the next sponker. He 
stated that he had communicated with the 
manager of Guelph hospital since the last 
moeting,and had received a letter in which 
the statistics of the hospital were given. 
Last season the Government nid amounted 
to over $1.800. To thought tho resolution 
moved at the last meeting was well intend— 
od, and he still thought that the Govern- 
mont would grant aid,if a suitable building 
was rented. From his experience, he know 
of cases that had occurred recontly where 
porsons had died for want of proper oaro, 
He approved of the suggostion mado by Dr.

4 WOMAN BACOMES FAST 1N A SWAMP 
AND NEARLY DIES or 
STARVATION 


Port Jervis, N. Y., Oct. 80.—The par- 
tioulars of a fearful adventure in Pike 
County, Pa., roached here this morning, 
Mrs. Mary Avory, who resides near Honse- 
dale, Wayne County, started out to visit 
relatives at Rowland’s, Pike County, Pa. 
She concluded to walk, and night overtook

county. Mrs. Avery lost her way and got 
fast in the mire, She struggled to get out 
of the bog but in vain, forthe more she 
struggled the deeper she sank.

THE LETELLIER QUESTION AGAIN. 


On the first page of this issue will be 
found the despatch from the Marquis of 
Lorne to the Colonel Secretary, containing 
his reasons for referring the Letellier ques- 
tion to. the Imperial authorities. We 
would like to know what the candid opinion 
of honest Conservatives is, after reading 
that document. They know that, when 
the matter was before the Commons, Sir 
Jolin Macdonald, their honored leader, an— 
nounced from his place as Premier, that 
the reference to England had been made 
solely on the requost of the GovGeneral. 
They know, too, that this announcement 
was the signal for an outburst of angry 
feeling on the part of the Quebec Blues, 
and that Lord Lorne was made tho target 
for the most violent abuse. He was ac- 
cused of usurping the functions of the Gov- 
ernment, and was told in aaything but po- 
lite language that his youth and inexperi- 


ence were the only excuse for permitting | 


him to remain longer in the office he had 
disgraced. During the time these accuea- 
tious were hurled against his Excellency, 
Sir John Macdonald sat in his scat the| 
picture ol injured innocence.

NOT EXACTLY. 


Jurors sometimes give queer verdicts. 
In a case at Ottawa the other day a man 
was found guilty ana then innocent by the 
same jury. This is as bad as the Montreal \ 
case, in which a jury solemnly declared 
that they fonnd the presecutor not guilty. 
The latest instance is ofa Belleyille jury 
who found a verdict for the defendant, and 
alter being discharged signed a protest 
against theirjverdict on the ground that 
they intended to. give a verdict for the 
plaintiff, but got so much mixed up that 
they did not know which was whicli—7o- 
ronto Teley:am. | 

The-above is a specimen of what is going | 
the rounds.of the press, relative to the 
verdict in the case of O'Hara v. Lancashire 
Insnranze Co., tried at the opening of the 
present Assizes here. The ,particulars of 
that verdict were given in the Onranto of | 
23th., ult, and may be briefly stated as 
follows:-—The presiding Judge, as em- 
powered by law, submitted several ques- 
sions to the jary, immediately after the 
close of the trial, instead of asking them to | 
find a verdict inthe usual way. Mh trans- | 
pired after the Judge had given his vordict 
in the ease, that the jury did not under- | 
stand the exact meaning of some of the 
questions submitted by the Ju Ige, and | 
hence the answers returned were construed | 
in a way they did not intend them. As- 
certaining that the verdict had been given 


for the defendant, when it was their inten- | ~ 


tion, had they retired for deliberation, to 
find for tho plaintiff, the jury signed a 
protest, but the Judge could not,under tho 
circumstances, change his verdict. 

So the “intelligent jury,” in this cases 
did not protest againet their own verdict 
exactly. The whole trouble aroso from a 
Misapprehension of somo of the questious 
submitted by the Judge, and the inference 
drawn from the answers returned.

SAVED BY A LETTER. 


The following Texas story comes to us 
via the Denver News : 

Ona hot day in July, 1860, a herdsman 
was moving his cattle to a new ranch fur- 
ther north, near Heléna, Texas, and pass- 
ing down the banks of a stream his herd 
becamé mixed w.th other cattle that’ were 
grazing in the valley, and some of them 
tailed to be separated. The next day ubout 
noon, a band of about a~ dozen mionnted 
Texan rangers overtook the herdsmen’ and 
demanded their cattle, which they said 
were stolen. 

It was bofore the day of law and court 
houses in fexas,'dnd one had better ‘kill 
five men than steal.s.mnle worth $5, and 
the herdsman knew iit. * He’ tried’ to ox- 
plain, but they told him to cut it short, He 
offered to turnover all-the: cattle not his 
own, but they Ianghed at his’ propdsition 
and binted that they. usually. confiscated 
the whole hord‘and left thé thief hanging 
on a treo as a warning to others in like 
cases,

I should got discouraged. I have paid part 
of my debts. Here are the xecoipts, Fand 
he unfolded the letters: et acknowledg- 
ment.) I expected to soll ont and go 
kome in Novembor. Here is a testament 
my geod mother gave mo; here: is my 
little girl's picture.’ Now, mon, if you 
have decided to kill mo for what I am in- 
nocent of, sond theso ome, and send as 
much as you can from the cattle when I'm 
dead. Oan't you send half the valuo? My 
family will noed it,” 

“Hold on, now, right thar! said a rough 
ranger. ‘“Now,l say, boys,” he continued, 
‘soy, lot him go. Givo us your hand,old 
boy; that picture and them lottors did the 
business, You can go freo, but you're 
lucky, mind yo.’

The 
British farmer will continue to grow it,even 
though it will not give him a profit to do 
so. Bunt competition is fearfully against 
him. Ihave discovered in Canada that 
they can send us the finest quantity of 
wheat that{can begrown. I handled many 
specimens of Canada-grown grain at Ot. 
tawa, at the great show there—my first 
wife was a miller’s daughter and I havo 
farmed a little myself. I never in my lite 
handled better wheat—or I may say such 
wheat or peas. I do not think they could 
be surpassed for quality anywhere in the 
world. ‘That wheat could be sent to Eng- 
land, inclusive of freight, and delivered 
there for twenty-six shillings, or about six 
dollars and a halfa quarter. An English 
farmer, whighted as he is with rent, taxes, 
rates, tithes, ete., cannot possibly live with 
wheat under forty shillings, er ten dollars 
© quarter. Now the Canadians are about 
to start a new line of steamers and aro 
building a railway which will bring Eng- 
land and Canada within seven days ofeach 
other,

‘They not only spent the ordin- 
ary expenses of Government, but entered 
into large expenditures beyond what was 
necessary—for I admit thpt awinerease was 
necessary, and must be looked. for—and 
they justified it, how? y, [ remember 
that in the very last Budse: Speeclt whieh 
was deliverod by the present Finance Min- 
ister when this inflation was at its height, 
hie declared in my presehce in the Housg 
of Commons that there was no ground. to 
anticipate any reduction in the revenne, 
He anticipated a continuous increase in tha 
revente, and that was the only ground on 
which they could attempt to justify. their 
action before tlie people of this country.

“O, mother, you are good and kind ; only I 
wish there were not so many bad things to 
make you fret and talk as you did just now 
It makes me feel away from you, so far, as if 
I could not come near to you, as I could when 
you speak kindly.

sho from whom the great novelist lived 
separate for so many years, for reasons 
variously explained—some of the children 
taking the mother's side ; otbers his, but 
never swerving from their natural alleg- 
iance to both, and all shorering, to this 
hour, tle devoted aunt, who was believed 
to haye been the cause of the whole mis- 
chief. Miss Hogarth,Mrz. Dicken’s sister, 
survives, and the end of this month will 
witness the publication—partly under her 
editorship—of the great novelist’s letters, 
which in all likelihood will throw light up- 
on circumstances studiously concealed from 
the public gaze by Mr, Forster, when he 
published a life of Dickens some years ago. 
But enough is already known to satisfy the 
public that Mrs. Dickens’ great fault was a 
lack of appreciation of ber husband's works, 
She was a merciless, and, as it turned out, 
unwise critic,and her great offence was hor 
outspokenness. Dickens idolized by the 
public, and petted by the press could not 
understand how it was that he failed to 
eyoke the admiration of his wite as well as 
of her sister, and hence an estrangement 
which continued up to the hour of his 
death, We shall probably now learn for 
the first time all the particulars of the 
“literary scandal” which so exercised the

I must tell you, 
however, that you are doing your trade all 
the harm you can by your manner of pucking 
the fruit. I have bought in the markets here 
and have imported apples direct from Cana- 
da for the use of my family for the past ten 
years, and speak from experience whon I say 
that on an average at least half are spoiled 
before they reach the censumor. I have en- 
deayored to induce some frienda in Canada 
to pack me apples in a tin, a8 an experiment 
hoping thereby to prevent injury to the fruit,

Terriblo Exporlences Ina Storm ob Lake 
Ontario. 


Thomas Smith, of Montreal, one of the 
survivors of tho ill-fated drodgo J, Gordon, 
which was sunk in tho late terrible disaster 
on Lake Ontario, furnishes the following 
statomont which I transmit : 

Tho firat indication of serious danger rc- 
ceived by this trusty orew was when the 
| tug Philip Bocker, ran into tho side of the 
Gordon, bow first, causing the Gordon to 
lonk badly. Tho tug mado fast to the Gor- 
don, but Arnold made them let go. The 
tug disappeared for a sliort time, but soon 
returned and landed broadside of the Gor- 
don, inflicting more damage. The leaks 
caused by the collision were being stopped 
by Smith with Mr. Arnold’s underelothing, 
which he took off for the purpose. The 
Becker was again ordered away, but soon 
returaed in a sinking condition, Whon 
Mr. Arnold directed them to abandon the 
tug and como on board the Gordon,Goorge 
Palmer, the husband of tho Mrs. Palmer 
previously spoken of, and tho Logan bro- 
thers, came aboard, the tug sinking im- 
modiately. 

STTUGGLE FoR Lire. 

The men from the Beoker andthe crew 
of the Gordon set to bailing the water from 
the fire hole; but the water kopt gaining. 
Arnold beca me convinced that he could 
not keep his boat afloat and ordered Smith 
to blow the whistles for the Seymour to 
come to their sssistance. “The tug Sey— 
mour not responding,hoe ordered the whistle 
sounded agiin; Smith could only sound it 
twice. Boingup to his waist in water ho 
had to abandon the attempt. Then ho ran 
on deck to where Arnoldt aud Hagan stood 
and Arnoldt said, “lom, I guess it is all 
up with us.” Then they all started for the 
stern, and Patrick Eagan ripped off the 
door of the closetafter a futile attempt to 
rip off the hatch, Eagan proceeded with 
the door ahd a wave took it fromhis grasp. 
Sunith called to Arnoldt and Hagan: te come 
with lim to tbe Ssymour's towing line ;but 
they camo not. Smith crawled out on the 
towing line fifteen to twenty feet; but had 
to abandon it and retarn to the Gordon, 
Smith,asked Samuel Logan where Arnoldt 
and Hagan were. His reply was that they 
were washed ~ overboard. -Smith -then 
sought the stern of the dredga| and clasped 
his arms around the fantail of the boat, an 


oak timber 4212 inces.square. - Mrs Pal. 
mer then asked “Smith “to take 
hold of ber hand..»:Smith! took her 


hand and lield oi—all standing in water 
to their necks,fwith the seas breaking vio- 
lently over their heads, Palmen. clasped 
his wife atound the waist, and: she~ said— 
“George, we mist go.” He, replying said 
—Libbie,can’t you stand it a while longer? 
The Seymour may come to, our résone.” 
Palmer instantly exelaimed,“‘Oh,my God!" 
kissed his wife, and the néxt wave wrench- 
ed the loving couple from jhe grip.of Smith 
who saw theni unitedly plunge into éter- 
nity. The. Logan~ brothers’ were also 
clinging to the fantail, and} maidtained 
their hold until the fatal morming began to 
dawn ; but being completely. chilled and 
exhausted, they, too, had‘to submit to fa- 
{ tigue and exposure, and the next wave 
that came folded them in its mad embrace, 
and consigned them toa watery grave. This 
left only three on the Gordon, viz., the 
two Danish sailorsfand Smith, who clung 
to the’ fantail trom 4:30 o'clock a, m., un- 
til 7 o'clock a, m., when the Seymour 
rounded to and rescued them from their 
perilous position. The Seymour could not 
land alongside of the Gordon, and they 
hove a line to Smith,Jwho lashed it around 
the Danes. Thoy were hauled on board, 
and he subsequently climbed on board the 
propellor himself, hand oyer hand on a 
tow line,
